So, you find yourself the new kid on the block. No problem, you'll probably see 

the sights and get acquainted with the area. Maybe you'll fit in at school, or perhaps 

-. even, life will be normal. Sounds familiar? What the above paraphrasing basically 
_ makes up is the show Orange Road which started in Japan April 6th, 1987 and ran 


-__. about 47 episodes!. "Oh no,” you yelp, "Not another hum-drum show. Where's 
~ the aliens?!?_ Where's the blood, death, and destruction? Where's the good stuff?" 
-, Surprisingly, this show doesn't need it, for it's not just another boy-meets-girl 

_. syndrome. It's humorous with believable characters. And if that doesn't catch your 

— fancy, did I mention the ESPers2 that are in it? "So why haven't we seen anything 
_ about it?" you conclude. I feel that this show has not gotten the exposure it should. 


oS The background goes like this: Kyousuke? and family move to a new 
_. neighborhood. It's not as “clean” as it appeared. While out exploring, he met 
_.. Madoka and envisions her as the girl of his dreams (celluloid dreams, since 
_- Celluloid is the ideal fantasy). Madoka likes him, but there lies an obstacle in the 
_ way of every "perfect" romance: SCHOOL! Madoka has a reputation in school, and 
_ Kyousuke doesn't know it. School #lso brings out another problem: Hikaru. She 
_.. takes a liking to Kyousuke (can you say triangle, I thought you could) and is also 
~. Madoka's best friend. Hikaru is carefree, which gets her into trouble since she also 
_. has an overactive imagination. Add two sisters and two skirt-chasing friends and 
~ you get confusion. Here's a breakdown of the characters. 

. KASUGA Kyousuke — 15 years old. He struggles to 
be respected by others. He points out the problems his 
sisters have about hiding their powers, which of course 
they pay him back for, always when it is embarrassing 
for him. He hopes to have life picture perfect, which 
of course, doesn't always work out. He likes Madoka, 
but cannot understand her deceptions. He thinks of 
Hikaru as a friend, and would like to keep it only that. 
He is an ESPer of tremendous power, but lacks the 
discipline his sisters have. He has only shown the 
basic Telekinetic abilities, but they're good enough. He

Kyousuke, climbing/counting the park steps. Nearing the top, he thinks he sees 
a UFO. It turns out to be a hat caught in the wind. When he catches it, a female 
voice calls "nice catch". He gets into a friendly argument with the owner about the 
stairs, he finally admits that it's possible to have 99 steps going down, but since he 
was going up, he got 100. She laughs at this. When she leaves, she tells him to keep 
her hat. She introduces herself as AYUKAWA Madoka, and he as KASUGA 
Kyousuke. He is overjoyed at finding a cute girl. He returns to the Green Castle 
Apartments: their new home, only to be hit by Manami’s and Kurumi's telekinetic 


moving. Reality hits him.6 Kyousuke scolds them for not closing the curtains to 
conceal their power, because last time Kurumi used it to win a track meet in less 
then 5 seconds. Dad interrupts them trying to "capture their true selves", but they 
out move him. Manami discovers his (Kyousuke's) new hat, thinking it's for Jingle 
(which is trying to get away from being TKed around). Kurumi captures Jungle, 
while Kyousuke thinks of Madoka. The next day, they head out to their new school, 
and are nearly run over by a reckless couple on a motorcycle. Kurumi uses her 
power to stop them from hitting her, and Kyousuke scolds her for it. The girl 
foolhardily threatens everyone who dares look at her wrong (much like Lucy from 
Peanuts). Kurumi likes her style. Kyousuke is introduced to his new class, and 
proceeds to find a seat, but finds that one of them was taken by someone's book bag. 
"What boy is that irresponsible?" he mutters, only to be laughed at. Two boys help 
him, and he accepts them. He wonders about the empty desk. Later on, his new 
friends "lay down the rules” for him. Kyousuke then hears a saxophone. He can 
barely make out the girl playing thé melancholy music, when Seiji tells him that 
she is Madoka, and not to mess with her, she's a demon (fighter). Kyousuke 
wonders if she is any relation to Madoka. Meanwhile nearby, Hikaru is confronted 
by the boy she hitchhiked with, and his gang. Kurumi has followed her, and “cried” 
for help. Manami “hears” her, and gets big brother (and Seiji and HATTA that 
Kyousuke has a sister!!). The three look on as Hikaru fights off 3 of the thugs, but 
there are too many of them. She screams, and help appears. Madoka. Kyousuke is 
stunned. Madoka fights them all off, including the hulking leader. REALITY. As 
that gang leaves, Madoka pulls out a smoke. Kyousuke (and his sisters) TKs the 
.. cigarette. His sisters nearly freak for Kyousuke not practicing what he preaches. 
“ Madoka gets another tobacco. Kyousuke nabs it, and crushes it by hand. He tells 

- Madoka not to do that, it's not becoming of her. REALITY says “that was a very bad 
mistake." Madoka slaps him for “being annoying". Once home he's confused at the 
two very different personalities. Meanwhile, Madoka carries on her mournful 
music at her home; her REALITY.

ees Dusk at a seaside marina. Tranquility sets in as Kyousuke is verbally angry at 
Madoka. She begs his forgiveness, and tells him that she loves him. He tells her 
the same, and they close for the kiss. REALITY awakens Kyousuke into the new 
day. Manami is making lunch for them and Kurumi looks on. As Kyousuke enters 
the living room, Dad asks if it was true that he used his powers in public yesterday. 
Kyousuke asks who blabbed, and Dad indicates Kurumi. Kyousuke yells at Kurumi 
for fibbing, and Kurumi "shreds" Dad's paper for fibbing on her. Dad asks about 
Jingle (who is running for it again). Kurumi catches sight of him, and "grabs" him. 
REALITY: Can we ever use this power right? Kyousuke is late for his class. He 
intercepts Madoka, and tries to ignore her. She tells him that he was right. She 
points to a flight of stairs. She smiles at him. In class, he tries to get her attention, 
but somehow she doesn't see him. REALITY. At gym, the girls are being tested at 
gymnastics, while the boys wait for them. Madoka shows promise, and stares down 
everyone who looks at her. Kyousuke applauds (the only one who does). REALITY.

After the 
attention by "sinking a basket." He contemplates about using his power. Later, 
Hikaru sneaks into the gym for a smoke. Kyousuke, still there, regrets his decision. 
Madoka wasn't even looking at him. Hikaru hears dribbling, and sees Kyousuke at 
one end of the court. He wonders what it takes to impress Madoka. He "throws" 
the ball down the full court-length into the basket. Hikaru is amazed at his skill(!) 
and thinks “this young man is a born athlete!" At lunchtime, Manami and Kurumi 
are eating. Hikaru walks in and asks them if they know the new boy in 1C. “Big 
Brother?!?” Kurumi responds. “Watta-hunk! He should go for the team! What's 
he like? What's he into? Can you match us up? Wanna smoke?" Hikaru then 
finds that they don't smoke. She laughs and then leaves. 


Meanwhile, Kyousuke sees that lunch can be bought from vendors, but you 
must get past the screaming hordes first. His friends emerge victorious, and ask if 
he's going to eat (and get lunch from the vendor).

3.) I can't shake the feeling of my first rowing date. 

It's 3:00pm, and the end of school. In 1C, Kyousuke stares off at Madoka and 
wonders if everything had turned out alright. His friends decide that he has school 
on the brain, and decide to surprise him. They lead him into a hamburger shop, 
and he is quite shocked (and embarrassed) at the pretty caucasian who takes their 
order.

6 From time to time, a photo freeze frame brings him into actual reality. So every 
"REALITY" will be put in. 
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Kurumi left here with Outside the disco, Kyousuke's 
friends wait for him, and wonder who he'll bring.” Inside, Manami “teleports in" 
herself and Kyousuke, and bounce down the stairs to the feet of the doorman. They 
enter the disco. REALITY: it's loud!! Barely inside, they decide to split up and search 
for Kurumi. Kyousuke wanders about, and bumps into Hikaru. She is delighted to 
see him. Her REALITY/His REALITY. Kyousuke asks who brought her, and she 
points to Madoka who is drinking nearby. A slow dance begins, and Hikaru, using 
the opportunity, grabs Kyousuke as a partner. “Do you mind?" she asks. "Er, no.” 
"Good." REALITY. Kyousuke and Madoka spot each other. Madoka is asked to 
dance by someone else. Meanwhile, Manami has found Kurumi, and there is no 
problem at all. In fact, Manami joins Kurumi. Meanwhile, Madoka has been slow 
<= dancing conveniently near Kyousuke. He can not think straight. It's late, and his 
friends are still waiting, and are getting angry. 

Next day, Kyousuke is going out on a date, with Hikaru. He has has decided that 
he will (must) uphold his side of the bargain, but has decided to let her go. He waits 
at the half-moon statue, and waits, and waits, and waits. He sees a lake, and decides 
to take a boat ride while waiting. Meanwhile, his friends try to find him at home. 
Since he isn't around, they (in the kindness of their hearts) have decided to take his 
sisters out instead. They are overjoyed. At peace, Kyousuke is worried about 
Madoka. He hears a saxophone. and finds her playing nearby. He hides and watches 
her. She stops as her “date” from the disco appears, wanting more. She refuses. 
They get tough, and Kyousuke rows in. As he rows, she fights the guy off. 
Kyousuke keeps rowing, as she packs up. She sees him, as he sees that he's too late. 
He slips and falls into the lake. Sh@ laughs. At a pizza shop, his friends discover 
that Kyousuke's sisters have voracious appetites, and their wallets will be hurting 
for a while. Madoka is rowing the boat for the slightly wet Kyousuke. She doesn't 
mind it at all. REALITY: she’s great. He begins to ask if she likes him, when they 
overhear someone falling into the lake, a child. Madoka is ready to dive in, when 
Kyousuke realizes that he can't allow her, for she won't be open with him if she 
does. He dives in. REALITY. He is thanked for rescuing the child by the child's 
mother. Madoka gives him her jacket just as it starts to rain. Indoors, they try to 
warm up. She asks how he likes their first date. REALITY: “I'm supposed to be on 
one!" She excuses herself since she suspects who he's supposed to be with. He asks 
about the jacket. She tells him to add it to the hat. REALITY. Back at the statue, 
Kyousuke finds a note "KASUGA's an idiot!" Hikaru was there. Madoka is home, 
and finishes cleaning up. She is about to light up, when she remembers Kyousuke's 
lecture. She laughs at his innocence. Kyousuke is walking home in the rain. 
REALITY: flu time. 


4.) Hikaru-chan!? The experience makes noise at C-level. 

Recap of the last episode. Nighttime, fever is keeping Kyousuke from getting 
any sleep. He uses his power to get something to drink, but is unsuccessful. He gets 
it by hand. Strangely, the doorbell rings, and he answers it. It is Hikaru. She is 
scared since it's dark, and Madoka is not around to help her get home. Kyousuke 
tries to comfort her, and apologizes about not being there for the date. “Well, we're 
sort of on a date now." Hikaru admits. Kyousuke and Hikaru are uneasy, since 
neither of them have been on dates before. Kyousuke hears something at his 
bedroom door, and finds his sisters up, listening in on him. Manami has some hot 
coffee ready, and tells Hikaru that "He's okay, he's just grumpy." REALITY. He 
finds that she too has been leading a double-life. She admits that she went on the 
date because of school pressure. They both go for the coffee, and are embarrassed at 
their accidental touching. REALITY: she's coming on strong. Everyone is sleeping 
at the KASUGA household, except Hikaru who's content, and Kyousuke who's 
panicking. Morning comes, and she leaves. He sees her away, and sneezes. 


7, Apparently, Kyousuke was to bring them all a date, i.e. he was to give the 
tickets out, and herd them all together at the same time. 


REALITY: a cold has hit. At lunchtime, the school is buzzing about Hikaru's date | 
and Kurumi encourages it. As the rumors begin to spread, it finally gets to | 
Kyousuke, who isn't too happy about it. Madoka also overhears it, and leaves. She | 
talks to Hikaru, who's oblivious to the rumors. She's in love, but admits that 
nothing had happened. Madoka is relieved at this. Kyousuke corners Hikaru, and | 
tells her about the rumors. As not to depress her, he says that "yes, I did have fun | 
with you" which she is overjoyed at. They find the rest of the school eavesdropping | 
on them. Kyousuke's fever hits full force. In the infirmary, he starts hallucinating 
about Madoka, and grabs for her. She enters, only to find Kyousuke grabbing 
Hikaru. She is stunned and leaves. Kyousuke sees this and panics. Hikaru thinks 

that it's great, and that he wants something permanent. Madoka tries to sort things 
out. Finally, Kyousuke's sisters are cornered by the school, and the truth is learned 
(nothing happened, honest!!). Everyone is depressed. 


Back home, Manami and Kurumi tend the ill Kyousuke, including "force- 
feeding”. As they leave, the "medicine & Sake" start to take effect, and he 
remembers. He must talk to Madoka.As Kurumi goes to take a shower, he stumbles 
towards the phone. Madoka hesitates, but finally answers the phone. He tries to 
apologize, but she can't accept it. “It's over." REALITY. He is depressed. Madoka 
wonders if she was too fierce. After school, Kyousuke asks Hikaru about Madoka, 
when did they first meet? Hikaru removes a necklace, and tells him that this was 
the reason they are friends. (interlude - At a movie, Madoka has sparked the 
interests of two thugs. ) Originally, it was stolen by a bully when she was young. 
Madoka vowed to get it back for her. (Interlude — Back at the movie, the thugs 
continue their advances.) In the poufing rain, Madoka waited for the bully to give 
the necklace back. The next day, he did. Hikaru thought that she owed Madoka. 
That started the friendship. (Interlude - At the movie, Madoka finally tells the two 
to go away, and punches them when they don't. She leaves, and the two are in hot 
pursuit.) Hikaru boards her bus, and waves goodbye. Just then, Kyousuke sees 
Madoka and the two thugs as they corner her. He watches as a steam roller lifts off 
the ground. Using his power, he moves the roller closer to the two thugs as they 
close in on Madoka. He coughs, and the roller lands hard, moving the ground. A 
barrel of oil spills, covering the thugs. Madoka hears coughing, and sees Kyousuke. 
She goes over to him. Telling him that he still has a fever, Kyousuke apologizes, "I 
was a fool." REALITY. They watch the night lights from a bridge. He thinks, 
"Maybe this will work after all..." :

BC] Next time, who knows what I got. BTW, Episode #5 is called 2 People’s secret

While he does what he can, they must contend with 
fending off their new body from hordes of girls who want it (yes, Kazuya is a lady- 
killer, for a tyke).
